Over u million voters in the 
South and West, men who thought, for 
themselves, dissented, and a party 
which had no existence six months be- 
fore the day of election carried six 
states, and its presidential candidates 
received votes in every state in the 
Union, while in four states one or the 
other "of the old party candidates did 
not get a vote. 


Now the able and influential St. 


Louis Hepnhlii- virtually admits that

ARRIVAL OF MORE CHINESE, 


For nearly a quarter of a century u 


majority of the people of the Pacific 
coast have been in favor of restricting 
Chinese immigration. It was asserted 
that the Chinese were more detrimental 
to tbo country thaii either free trade or 
protection. They monopolized posi- 
tions in manufacturing establishments 
which white boys aarl girls could flll, 
<iud deprived thousands, so it was 
alleged, of the moans of obtaining a 
livelihood. Finally congress, in com- 
pliance with the expressed wish of the 
people, passed an ,'iot to exclude them 
from the country. The highest court 
in the land has decided that congress 
has the constitutional right to euact 
such a law. Yet the constituted au- 
thorities, whose duty it is to execute 
the laws, make no effort to enforce its 
provisions. It i.< not desired that all 
the Chinese who have not registered 
should ba deported, but tho fact that 
no attempt is made to carry the law 
into effect is the cause o? considerable ' 
comment, and tho question now is, 
Will the Geary law be enforced? Tho 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York lf,'i-ii/d telegraphs that paper that 
it will not, and he quotes Secretary 
Gresham us saying that tho United 
States government is powerless to 
enfoivs tho l:n,- bonuno congress failed 
to appropriate Hiiilicient money to 
carry out its provisions. "The Chi- 
nese exclusion no;, will, therefore, not 
be enforced," says the secretary of 
state, "and the .".'Jministration has 
decide* to p:vy no mora attention to it 
whatever."

It is strange, indeed, that tho United 


States government u powerless to en- 
force a coustHutioivil law iu it« own 
territory. It organized and equipped 
an army of 75,000 men to enforce tho 
laws in 1861, though congress hiid not 
appropriated a dollar for the purpose, 
and if the ambition of the present ad- 
ministration is, as has been reported, 
to emulate that of Lincoln, it should at 
least expend what funds are available 
in executing tho law, and convene con- 
gress ha special session to provide more 
money if necessary.

Her Reception by the Officials nt Wash- 


ington.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Before 
the 


train bearing the Princess Eulalie and 
party started from Jersey City, a crowd 
of several hundred people had gath- 
ered. As the princess alighted from 
her carriage she might have passed for 
a typical young American matron, so 
far as dress and general appearance 
went. The crowd burst out in a gen- 
uine American cheer as she stepped 
upon the platform of the special car 
Wildwood and she gave a bright smile 
and bow of acknowledgement. - 


As the train rolled of the station the 


visitors gave their attention to its ap- 
pointments. The luxuries of American 
mi broad traveling was unknown to 
them and they were not backward in 
admitting their pleasure at the nov- 
elty of the trip. An elaborate course 
dinner was served on the train and so 
the time consumed in the run to Wash- 
ington passed quickly and pleasantly. 


The royal train arrived in Washing- 


ton at 8:40 to-night. 
An immense 


crowd of people gathered in the vicin- 
ity of the Pennsylvania railroad station, 
more than an hour before the train ar- 
rived. 
Attaches of the Spanish lega 


tion were on hand at 7 o'clock. The 
party also included Mrs. Gurry, wife of 
the ex-minister to Spain. 
Soon after 


their coming four troops of United 
States cavalry under Colonel Henry, 
rode up and formed in a long line on 
the Sixth 
street 
side. 
Secretary 


Grosham and 
Assistant 
Secretary 


Quincy came shortly after the arrival 
of the cavalry in Gresham's carriage, 
followed by a handsome barouche, 
drawn by four magnificent bay horses. 
It was president Cleveland's carriage 
sent for the use of the princess. 
The 


president's coachman and footman 
were on the box. 
Other officials soon 


began to arrive. A double width of 
carpet was laid on the east side of the 
platform for the passage of the royal 
party from the train to the carriage. 
Then a detachment of police drove 
back all intruders from the station 
When the train steamed in, the princess 
was the first to alight 
Secretary 


Gresham pressed forward and Com- 
mander Davis presented him to the 
princess. The greeting over, Secretary 
Gresham offered his arm to the pri 
cess and preceded by Colonel Wilson 
and Mr. 'Parko, and followed by the 
Infanta's suite, walked down the car- 
peted platform td the carriage entrance 
of the station. The infanta, Secretary 
Gresham, Minister Maragua and Prince 
Antonio entered the president's car- 
riage. Six sergeants of cavalry acted 
as body guard to the princess, and fol- 
lowing her carriage came the carriages 
containingjthe suite and members of the 
receiving party. The princess was well 
pleased at the manifestations of popu- 
lar enthusiasm along the street and 
bowed graciously. It was 8:55 when 
the head of the column of troops 
turned off Pennsylvania avenue and 
came up to the hotel. 


The princess alighted, and, taking the 


arm of Secretary Gresham and followed 
by her husband and the Spanish min- 
ister, entered the summer annex to the 
hotel, being greeted by a loud shout by 


assembled crowd. Upon enter- 


ing the house the princess passed into 
the reception-room, accompanied by 
Secretary Gresham and Assistant Sec- 
retary Quincy and her suite. A moment 
later the representatives of the govern- 
ment bade the party good night. 
Beautiful floral offerings from Mrs. 
Cleveland, Mrs. Curry and others were 
in the rooms. 


To-morrow the princess will pay an 


official visit to President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. The program of the day 
beyond that is not agreed upon. •

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Presby- 


terian general assembly called at the 
White House in a body this afternoon. 
President and Mrs. Cleveland received 
the visitors in the east room. Dr. Craig, 
the moderator, was presented to the 
president by Dr. Bartlett, chairman of 
the committee of arrangements, and 
made a brief felicitous address, closing 
with an invitation to the president to 
attend the assembly. President Cleve- 
land said in response:

ST. Louis, Mo., May 19.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of a storm wave 
to < ross the continent from the 21st to 
the 25th, aud the next will reach the 
Pacific coast about the 26th, cross the 
western mountains by the close of the 
26th, the great central valleys from the 
27th to the 29th and the eastern states 
about the 80th. 


This storm will cause general rains 


and the rain belt will move farther to 
the south, while rainfall will decrease 
in many places in northern latitudes. 


A warm wave will cross the western 


mountains about the 25th, the great 
central valleys about the 27th and the 
eastern states about the 29th. 


The cool wave will cross the western 


mountains about the 28th, the great 
central valleys about the 31st and the 
eastern states about June 2d 


ANCIENT FLOODS. 


In discussing floods and geologic 


formations of the earth, we cannot 
avoid the questions: How came such 
vast quantities of water in the upper 
firmament f How came the matter in 
the water which now forms the strati- 
fied rocks ? All the waters of the oceans 
must have been suspended in or above 
our atmosphere and all the matter now 
in the stratified rocks must have been 
in the waters of the oceans just as salt 
and lime are now contained in ocean 
waters. 


If it were not for the sudden and uni- 


versal changes in the extent of the 
oceans iu the minerals they contained 
and in the animal life they sustained, 
our best evidences of ancient floods 
would be wanting. 


Prof. Vail, who claims to have in- 


vented the Saturn ring theory as the 
origin of our ancient floods, bases his 
theory on the dark ages idea, that 
our earth was originally a molten mass 
and that from this cause the minerals 
and waters were suspended in the 
upper atmosphere of the earth and fell 
as the earth cooled. This is a very 
pretty theory until closely exmanined, 
when it vanishes into thin air. 


THIS BOSHING EARTH THEORY 


Points to the Azoic rocks, the very old- 
est maintained by geologists, as evi- 
dence of the former molten condition 
of the earth. But these Azoic rocks 
give two positive proofs that the earth 
was not molten not even hot 
These 


Azoic rocks show the evidences of great 
heat on the outside and not in the 
lower strata, and therefore the heat 
that scorched them came from the out- 
side and the earth was not molten. The 
Azoic rocks are stratified, therefore 
they were laid down in water and as 
there could not be oceans of water on a 
molten earth therefore the earth was 
not a molten mass. Prof. Vail, speak- 
ing of his ring theory, says, "Our 


,tion is the molten igneous 


As geologists are abandoning 


ieory, Prof Vail must find a new 


foundation. 


WHEN DRY LAND APPEARED 


One great epoch in geology is found 


between the Devonian and Carbonifer- 
ous ages. At that point dry land ap- 
peared according to the geologic record. 
Fishes appeal1 to have been the only 
inhabitants of the earth during that 
Devonian age and the whole surface of 
the earth appears to have been covered 
with water. I do not believe it, Geol- 
ogists have misinterpreted the record. 


It is more reasonable to claim that 


the dry lands and oceans of the devon- 
ian age changed places at the beginning 
of the Carboniferous age This change 
would destroy the land animals and 
not the sea animals, and as a few fossls 
of land animals are found at the close 
of the devonian, it is evidence touch- 
ing this theory. 


Geologists say that the mountain 


limestone formed in the deepest oceans, 
but now this limestone is found in our 
highest mountains. 
Evidences are 


vastly numerous that at that time—be- 
tween the devonian ana1 the carbonifer- 
ous ages—the axis of the earth was sud- 
denly changed. This would cause what 
geologists called a great flood, and was 
one of the numerous great floods re 
corded in the geologic record. 


THE ANCIENT EQUATOR. 


Draw a line from Santiago, in South 


America, to the western extremity of 
the Aleutian islands, south of Bering's 
sea, and from the cape of Good Hope, 
southern Africa, through the northern 
part of the Japanese Empire, and you 
will have the ancient equator of the 
earth. 


No other theory will account for the 


mountain ranges of the world, no other 
will explain why the rivers of the world 
empty nine-tenths of all freshwater, 
into the smaller of the great oceans, 
the Atlantic, no other will account for 
the remains of tropical plants and ani- 
mals now found all around the earth, 
even in the remote north, along the 
line I have designated as the earth's 
ancient equator. It is the only theory

A collision with a 


comet coming from the northeast strik- 
ing the earth north of the Atlantis con- 
tinent, would have brought all the 
changes suggested; waves from what 
now is the northwest of Europe and 
the northeast of America. 


A change in the earth's axis as sug- 


gested above would lower portions of 
the earth's level from nothing up to 
thirteen miles and raise its level in 
other places to an equal extent, because 
the earth at the eqaator is thirteen 
miles higher than at the poles. Such a 
change would account for the mount- 
ain limestone, formed at the bottom of 
the deepest seas, now being at the tops 
of the highest mountains. 


The evidence is irresistible. Home 


force from space acted on the earthi 
the earth, changing its axis of rotation, 
suddenly causing a most destructive 
cataclysm and a flood of waves that 
submerged the ancient 
continents 


while the leveling of the waters in ac- 
cord with the new equator, brought 
forth the present new continents. 
This was eons of years before Noah's 
flood.

The bicyclist is en route from San 


Francisco to New York and is given 
100 days in which to make the trip. He 
is a representative of the Athlete, a. 
papqjipubhshed at Syracuse, N. Y., and 
to which journal he furnished a de- 
tailed account of his trip. He left San 
Francisco on Monday last at 10 o'clock 
A. ai. making Tracey, a distance of 65 
miles by night. Tuesday he made Sac- 
ramento, 76 miles; Wednesday, Auburn, 
36 miles; Thursday he made Cisco on 
his wheel, 56 miles, and took the train 
from there to Truckee, owing to dan- 
gerous roads. Yesterday he made the 
trip from Truckee here, arriving as 
above stated at 4:30 o'clock He looks 
none the wcrse for his trip thus far, and 
is about three days ahead of schedule 
time He rides a Stearns wheel, with 
G & J. tires and rides between the rails 
on the railroad track.

A SAD CASK. 


The Wife of R. C. Chambers of the 


Ontario Mine Missing.

Last Sunday she went riding with her 
nieces early in the day, and when in- 
vited to take a walk about noon she 
cheerfully consented. Her nieces waited 
in the parlor while she went to her 
apartments to secure her wraps. Her 
long stay caused them to go to her 
room, which they found vacant. The 
house was thoroughly searched, but 
she had gone and covered up all traces 
of her destination.

Tanderbllt's New liallroom. 


Next season there will be a Miw Van- 


derbilt to be introduced, mid there is now 
in procees of construction for this pleas- 
ant event a suitable ballroom. That Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt'snew ballroom will 
combine all that is possible in artistic 
and decorative effect is a foregone con- 
clusion. It is also safe to say that when 
completed it will have cost as much or 
more money than any room of the size 
anywhere else. For example, the ground 
on which it is being built cost 1800,000. 
Xt occupies the space of three of the old 
Fifth avenue houses. The first of these, 
whose owners had occupied it for a long 
period and were not anxious to move, 
could only be bought at a cost of $250,- 
000. 
The other two cost $850,000. 


This makes quite an expensive bit of 


ground, but when completed the ball- 
room will have a frontage of 75 feet on 
Fifth avenue In this as large func- 
tiona can be given as in the Delmonico 
ballroom, which is little if any bigger, 
and the Vanderbilts can entertain stran- 
gers of distinction visiting the town. 
Probably the coming out ball next sea- 
son of the eldest daughter of the house 
of Vanderbilt will be the finest affair 
ever given here. Tho approach to the 
ballroom, which is such a factor in add- 
ing to the final effect, is to be worthy of 
the ballroom itself.—New York World. 


The Glnat of All Timepieces. 


The greatest horological wonder in the 


world today is the gigantic clock in the 
tower of the immense public building at 
Philadelphia. 
When everything is in 


running order this marvel of the clock- 
maker's art will be stationed a distance 
of 851 feet from the pavement. Its bell 
weighs between 20,000 and 25,000 pounds, 
and is the second largest bell of any kind 
in America, the great bell at Montreal 
being the largest, weighing 28,000 pounds. 
The dial of this Philadelphia Titan is 25 
feet in diameter, and the striking ham- 
mer is as large as a piledriver's weight. 
The minute hand is 12 and the hour hand 
0 feet in length 


The machinery is arranged so that th« 


clock will strike every 15 minutes—the 
quarter, half, three-quarters and- hours 
The Roman numerals on the face are 
each 2 feet 8 inches in length, the dark 
part of the figures being 8} inches in 
width. As it is entirely out of the ques- 
tion to talk of winding such a monster 
by hand, a 8-horsepower engine has been 
placed at the square of the tower for that 
especial purpose.—St. Louis Republic. 


Garibaldi'. Island. 


The romantic Island of Caprera, for 


which, according to common report, 
Garibaldi paid less than $5,000, was sold 
to the Italian government, which want- 
ed it for fortification purposes, for $60,- 
000. 
Among the heirs was the general's 


daughter Teresita, in whose behalf her 
husband, General Canzio, signed the 
deed of sale. Teresita now claims that 
she did not authorize General Canzio 
to deed away her rights, and that as 
her own signature waa not affixed to the 
deed the sale is void. She has brought 
suit against the government, and the 
case will be tried in the supreme court 
of Sardinia. The government will claim 
that, as under Italian law the fortune of 
the wife goes to the husband in the ab- 
sence of any provision in the marriage 
contract to the contrary, the govern- 
ment's title is perfect. The case is at- 
tracting great interest throughout Italy. 
—Chicago Tribune.

To Tell the Speed of Railroad Trains. 
Arthur G. Leonard, private secretary 


to H. Walter Webb, third vice president 
of the New York Central railroad, has 
invented a watch which is said to enable 
the holder to measure the rate of speed 
at which he or she may be traveling CD 
a railroad train, a steamboat or any 
other conveyance. It is thus described: 
In the hands of a person on a swiftly 
moving train the watoh may by press- 
ing a tiny lever be started at a given 
point, say a mile post, and when the 
next mile post ia reached a quick pressure 
on the lever will stop the hands of the 
\\ atch on a figurn which accurately tn- 
clicates the rate of speed per hour at 
which the train is moving.—Buffalo 
Courier.

Colonel Missimer will 
sell a portion of his purchase in building 
lots, having 1,000 already laid out.—
